- And then as 'tis in 
vain to look for any prote-

vernment muſt effenciall 


belong unto Society,or ele 
it muſt ceaſe to- be ſuch, in 
that without this, good and 
evil, juſt and unjuſt, will 
be words and no more, as 
to any real effects they can 
produce or have in the 
Community as ſuch. And 


| then, if Government 1s of 


the eſſence and nature of 
Society, it muſt undeniably 
follow, that whoſoever 
conſtituted and appointed 
the one , muſt allo conſti-

ll is the Author of Society, He

2. And thatHe is fo, will 
be farther evident , if we 
ſecondly coaſider, that He 
is the Great Haiverlal Go- 
vernor of all things ; that 
with an excellent Know- 
ledge,Care and Inſpection, 
He manages and conducts 
the whole Created Nature 
of Beings , and exerts as 
much of goodneſs and mer- 
cy in diſpoſing and order- 
ing all things for the beſt, 
as He did at firſt of Power, 

ja giving. them a Being. 
b And 


tute and appoint the other; 
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And if his good Providerice 
doth thus extend it ſelf to 
the vileſt Inſef&tsand creeps 
ing things, as to place them 
in ſucha condition of Life, 
as is moſt ſuitable and a- 
greeable to their Nature 
and Kind ; if the loweſt and 
meanelt part of the Creati- 
on, doth ſo largely partake 
of the divine Beneficence 
and Goodneſs, can we with 
any Reaſon perſwade our 
ſeives, that Man whom he 
hath created after his own 
Image, the beſt and chief- 
eſt of the viſible World, 
can be leſs the Object of 
his Bounty and Care ? Doth 
God take care for Oxen, for 
their

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their well and happy Be- 


ing , as the Apoſtle urges 
in another Caſe ? And doth 
he not for Us, that we may 
be ſotoo? And then if he 
doth for us, it muſt certain- 
ly bein a way that may at 
once ſecure our Life and 
Welfare ; it muſt be ſo as 
that we may enjoy our Li- 
berty and Property , and 
the Goods and Benefits of 
our preſent ſtate and con- 
dition. But how could he 
have done this, but by 1m- 
ſtiruting and appointingGo- 
vernment ; by delegating 
and ſetting up ſome Per- 
ſons , with a competent 
Authority and Power to re-

to be very imperfect and 
defective in compariſon of 
t11s , and ought to be ſo 
cſteem' d by all wiſe and 
con{iderate men ; when 
the higheſt of their Antiqui- 
ty is but of late date to the 
Pentateuch, or five Books 
of Moſes.

jet or molt private Perſon,

can be a lufficieat reaſon 
and cauſe for its deſtruction 
except the Divine Authori- 
ty interpoſes, and there is a 
Divine [nſticution annext to 
warrant andjuſtifie the pro- 
ceedings.

in obeying Them we obey 


Him , whole -principally - 
and originally the Authort- - 
ty is. Add to this, that it 


1s one part of our worſhip- 
ing and ſerving Him in Spi- 
rit and in Truth , becauſe 
one part of His Will and 
Word : So that for Men to 
pretend Religion, Holineſs 
and Conſcience in all their 
ways, and yet not perform 
this ſo neceſlary and indif- 
penſible a part of their 
Chriſtianity, is to be holy 
only in imagination and o- 
pinion, and is the Piety of 
thoſe Dreamers that defile 
| the 
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the Fleſh, deſpiſe Dominions, 
and ſpeak evil of Dignities. 


' Forif God is the Lord, and 


fo His Authority is to be re- 
verenc'd, and His Will o- 
bey'd, and the reverencing 
His Authority and obeying 
His Will is Religion ; how 
can they be truly Religious, 
that perform neither the 
one nor the other? That 
they do not Reverence = 
Authority is manifeſt , 

that they do not obey His 
Will; and that they do not 
obey "His Will, is not leſs 
cede. becauſe they are 


not ſubject to the Higher 


Powers ; and then if net

Either 


then we muſt make Obe- | 


dience to Governors, .a ne- 


ceſſary 'ingredient of - our 
Chriſtianity, or elſe evacu- 
ate and null Gods Authori- 


ty as to us, reject and diſ- 


own His Commands, and. 
renounce and deny the truth 


of our Religion. And this 
is that the Apoſtle intends 
by the reaſon and enforce- 
ment in my Text, when 


He tells us, that *" is no 


Power but of. God. Let every 
Soul be ſubjeft unto the Highs 
er Powers, &c. 1 
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I have now by the Di- 
vine Aſhiſtance gone thro* 
the whole of my defigned 
method, and have confide- 
red whatſoever the Texc 
ſuggeſted as neceſſary and 
aſe to be treated of, lay- 
ing down ſuch Rules as will 
be, I hope, ſerviceable to 
all that are not over-{cru- 
pulonſly nice, and of too 
tender a Conſcience. 

What-then now remains 
is, to Exhort and Beſeech 


all in the Bowels of Jeſus 
_ Chriſt , and as they tender 


the Glory and Honour of 


God and Religion, the Safe- 
ty and Welfare of the King-

and their ownEternalGood, 

Happineſs and Peace here- 
after, that they no longer 
propagate and cheriſh, en-

For if God will accept no 
Obedience but what is uni- 
form, 
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form,ſincere and entire,and 
ours not being ſuch, in that 
we have omitted this 
weighty thing of the Law, 

this great Commandment ; 
what can we upon good 
and warrantable grounds 
expect, but that in the day 
of Inquiſition and Judg- 
ment, he Mene 'Tekel will 
be pronounced againſt ns ; 
and that how exact and cir- 
cumſpec&t ſoever we have 
been in other things, how 
very juſt and righteous, yet 
that all that Righteouſneſs 
ſhall not be remembred ,
